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ABOUT THE JAM I AH 

India has in unison raised the motto of “Markaz e Ahl e Surmat, Bareilly Sharif”, being moved 
by the continuous Sendee to the Decn and Mi Hat and the valiant and healing resolutions, due to 
the lifeblood of Imam Ahmad Raza’s knowledge and gnosis running through its veins, who has 
taken the responsibility of the complete guidance of Sawad e Azam Aht e Sunnat wa Jama'at, 
whose ten generations have continuously protected and preserved the Deen and Iman of the 
nation and continues even today through Huzur Taajush Shari'ah, who is the guarantor of it 
remaining the Markaz. 

For a long time, well-wishers of the Ahl e Sunnat and admirers of the Markaz had felt a great 
need for an i nstitute that is universal and also lives up to the status of the Markaz. Faithful 
and sincere admirers of the Markaz expressed their long-time desire to Huzur Mufti e Azam e 
Hind, who, affected by their request, made his efforts for the collection of donations., as well as 
preparations for tlie construction of a religious stronghold of the Markaz.

Admirers of Mufti e Azam and devotees of M arkaz e Ahl e Sunnat then presented this request 
to the successor of Mufti e Azam and urged Huzur that the Markaz in great need of it. Thus, 
Huzur Taajush Shari'ah took the reins, and this resulted in the construction of the Centre of 
Islamic Studies Jamiatur Raza, uiidcr his guidance and under the supervision of his son. Huzur 
Taajush Shari’ah laid its foundations on Monday 24 Safar 1421 (29 May 2000) in the presence 
of eminent l U I am a and Masha^kh. Since that day, the Institute has been advancing in terms of 
both facilities and education. 


While teaching began soon after the foundations were laid, teaching of Dars e Nizami and 
other functions began on 25 November 2004, and in a short period of time, despite its young 
age, it holds a significant position among the top institutes of the Ahl e Sunnat wa jama’at 
in India due to its educational excellence.
